They then returned a 
verdict ef accidental death, with 
the following rider: “The jury| 
wish to put on record their view 
that this fatal accident arose out 
of negligence on the part of some 
persen in the Naval Yard, in as 
much as foul tanks are "virtual 
death traps. The tank which the 
deceased entered should not havé 
been accessible until it had been 
certified to be free from gas. 
Further, the jury wishes to bring 
to the notice of the Naval Yard 
authorities the necessity for en- 
forcing, measures which. will pre- 
clude any recurrence of this nature: 
and recommends that a locked‘ 
grate be put across any opening 
from which the manhole cover has 
been removed whilst tanks are in 
the process,of ventilaticn, that all 
fanks be certified in writing to be 
free from gas before work is eom- 
menced, and that a copy of such 
certificate be handed to the con- 
tractor concerned and" signed for 
by him.”

The familiar question whether 
a doctor shauld be obtiged ta dis- 
clase the secreta of the consult- 
ing-room in a court of law was 
the chief matter discussed by the 
British Medical Association in 
conference at Glasgow Univer- 
sity. « 

The question basassumed prom- 
inence in several cases recent: 
ty, and especially in the Arm- 
strong trial. A medical witness 
pleaded privilege in this case, but 
was made tagive evidence. De- 
legates from all parts of the 
United Kingdon, the Colonies, 
Europe and America touk mart in 
the discussion. 

The council of the assaciation 
recommended that business of the 
representative body should strive 
for a recognition bs the courts of 
law “of tho ptincipla that the 
proper preservation of — pro~ 
fexsinnal sectecy necessitated a 
measure of special cansideratinn, 
ani that medical witnesses should 
ba treated, above. 
yond the ordinary witness. The 
associaticn was advised to 
support in every way possible 
any members within the United 
Kingdom, wha, in the opinion of 
tha council, were deemed to have 
been justified in refusing to dis- 
close any information. 

It was urged during the discus- 
sion thatthe form of the oath 
whereby a witness swore to tell 
tha whole truth should be altered.
